Yesterday 
cnorniug th» j.istice of the peace at 
Elwin was necured to take down 
Getz's deposition. The stabbing took 
place at his home, one wound b^intc 
luflicwd in tbe bredst and th|> oth^r 
in the tibdomnn.

The "irrepressible conflict" was commenced 


at Washington in the caucus of the AVhig 
epresentatives in congr«.«3 at the capitol, on 
ie night of Saturday, Dec. 1, 1841). A calm 
xpre slon of oj iuion was expected] as from 
baud of brother.-, assembled for the com- 


mon enemy, but to the amazement of all, 
ave those in the secret, Mr. Toombs, of 
Seorgia, rose, and after a preliminary ad- 
Iress, offered a resolution asserting that 
congress ought not to pass any law prohib- 
ting slavery in tho territories of California 
or New Mexico, nor any law abolishing 
slavery in the District of Columbia." A dis- 
cussion ensued, at the close offwhich the mo- 
ion was laid on the table, whereupon Mr. 
roombs. with four otter southern Whigs, 
rose and left the room. 


The result of this defection defeated the 


election of Mr. Winthrop to the speakership, 
as Rome of the ultra abolition northern Whigs 
also refused to vote for him. Th«y had taken 
he same ground two years previous, when 
one of then- number, Mr. Palfrey, of Massa- 
chusetts, wrote to him demanding certain
